was a ecarlet crescent over each eye 
and the flesh was very dark, even 
@arker than partridge or chicken. 1 
enclose three tail feathers for your 
guidance and would be much obiiged 
if you could answer me. 

These feathers are from what we 
call a pheasant on the.praérie. It is 
Dea akin to the chicken and part- 
ridge.

Of af the many engag=ments fought 
by ge ya troops during the late 
World war, none have received 
scant attention, or have been renteb. 
,Dreciated than the Battle of Passchen- 
daele. Yet, in all history there is no 
battle to compare with it in point of 
numbers engaged, of in obstacies pre- 
eented to A@ttacking and defending 
——_ alike. To the soldiers who 

pated, Passchendacle stands out 
from S.J other batties of the war, 
even as @ black cloud stands out on 
an otherwise stainiess cky. All 
battles had their particular diead- 
van ri Mt! Passchendaele—Pass- 
‘was one unearthi - 
woe way ~—e to end. om 
ttle Passchendaele-- 
officially termed by the war office 
the thitd battle of Ypres but never 
by that name to the tro om- 
menced on July Sist, 1917. At 3.50 
a.m. on that day, troops of the 2nd 
and 5th British armies attacked on a 
fifteen mile front from the river Lys 
to a short distance north of Steen- 
atraat. At first the offensive met 
with splémdid success, but the ele> 
ments interfered and upset the time 
British offensive, 
thue enabling the Germans to take 
every precaution to meet further at- 
tacka. It was August 16th before the 
British were able to launch out on 
the second phase of the battle. Other 
notions of magnitude were ied eut 
en August 22nd, Sept. 20th and 26th; 
Oct. 4th, 9th, 12th and 22nd, while 
subsidiary engagements were fought 
on nearly every intervening day. 

All the above actions, fought with 
great gallantry. on the part of the 
Britieh, had been stubbornly contest- 
ed by the eGrmans. The weather and 
numerous malignant accidents had 
shattered the larger scheme of a 
Flanders offensive. What had been 
laboriously achieved in ten weeks had 
been in the program for the first two. 
Most of the preliminary objectives had 
been gained but the whole of the 
Passchendaele Ridge was rot yet in 
British hands, 

Th British Higher Command, efter 
“debating whether to break off 
battle or continue it, decided to con- 
tinue offensive tactics until Pesschen- 
daele was won. And that is where 
the Canadians ceme in. 

Following the capture ef Vimy 
Ridge in April, and the sui ent 
operations thereabouts, the 
dian Corps captured Hill 70 ase the 
first of the two ‘separate actions 
whereby Lens was to be won.
